^rim in& listic 
activities 
Both 
boys 
h a d in mind possibility of killing th e 
o th e r m em ber of the com bination. 
In 
Leopold’s mind th e thought was not 
q u ite so strong. 
But in Loeb s mind 
th e thought was m uch stro n g e r and 
h e interview ed a n o th e r boy for the 
p u r p o s e of m aking him Ilia p a rtn e r 
iii th e event he found Leopold too 
dan gerou s to continue 
the 
p a rtn e r­ 
ship.” 
W itness fu rth e r testified th a t Leo 
pold and Loeb w anted to com m it "tile 
perfect c rim e ” and th a t 
was 
their 
chief object in the m u rd er of Robert 
F ran k s. 
W hite said h e th ought th a t 
Loeb did the actual slaying, in re ­ 
sponse to a question of S ta te 's A tter 
n^y C row e as to w h e th e r he had any 
opinion of which of the boys struck 
th e d eath blow. 
Dr. W hite 
explained 
th e 
m ental 
characteristics of th e young slayers 
a t g re a t length 
H e said Leopold be­ 
lieved e arn estly in destru ctio n from 
early childhood. 
"M urder, he told me 
on ce,” Dr. W h ite testified, "seem ed a 
ve**y small thing to him w hen w eighed 
in the balance again st his own pleas 
uro. 
T he only crim e which he could 
com m it w as th at of m akin g an intel­ 
lectual m istake.” 
T h e defense scored an 
im p o rtan t 
victory when Ju stic e Caverly a d m it­ 
ted th e introduction of the defense 
a lie n ists’ testim ony. 
Court said that 
h e felt I t his duty to hear evidence in 
m itigation of p u n ish m en t and in a 
few w ords sum m ed up his stand, o v er­ 
ruled th e s ta te ’s objections and o r­ 
d e red the defense to proceed 
T h e c o u r ts decision ended som e IO 
court hours of b itte r fighting betw een 
t h e sta te and defense on th e ad m issi­ 
bility of m edical evidence W’hile Ju s­ 
tle© Caverly did not so s ta te in his 
final ruling, he has stated at various 
tim es during the a rg u m e n ts th at he 
would not listen to testim on y tending 
to show insanity, hut would m erely 
p erm it th e Introduction of testim ony 
show ing evidence of m ental disease, 
ie "m itigation of punishm ent."

Record at Lorain.

Equally rem arkable, 
in th e opinion of nurses, is th e fact 
th a t th e re has been no epidem ic of 
any kind in the affected area.

tained for the firs t w eeks following 
th e tornado, th e n u rses have been 
engaged in a follow-up of cases dis 
Charged from th e hospital or under a 
do cto r’s care. 
T h e city of Loraiu hag 
been divided into five d istricts and 
the Red Cross 
nurses, co-operating 
w ith o th er n u rses and the board of 
health, check daily on cases still un­ 
der tre a tm e n t and follow the hospital 
cases into th e hom es, thu s m a in ta in ­ 
ing a high h ealth stan d ard in th e 
torn ado district.
